Recently I discovered your work onjthe state census 
records for Mississippi in the DAR Library of Washington, 
D.C. These records were especially interesting to me 
since I am not very successful in researching my Frost 
ancestors who lived in Wayne and Clarke Counties, Ms. 
from as early as 1816 (Mississippi Territory) to after 
1850. Enclosed is a family chart for JOSEPH FROST with 
most of the data which I know about him. 


I am a descendant of Joseph's son EDWARD ELI FROST 
who moved from Ms. with his family to Polk County,Ga. and 
then Cherokee Co., Al. (a move of only a few miles-the state 
boundaries changed) by 1850. It is believed that JOSEPH 
moved to Alabama with Edward Eli. 


The Frosts are closely related to the MARTIN FAMILY. 
Joseph's wife was Mary Martin. They were married in Wilkes 
Co., Ga. about 1816. Edward Eli Frost married Martha Jane 
Martin in Wayne or Clarke County, Ms. 


Questions: Do you do genealogical research for others 
and if so what is your fee? Or, could you direct me to 
sources which might contain data on my ancestors? Lowry and 
McCardle, A HISTORY OF MISSISSIPPI, p. 482,603 indicate that 
a Joseph Frost represented Wayne County in the Mississippi 
State Legislature 1838-39. Would there be family data in 
the Mississippi Archives on this Joseph Frost?

Thank you for the information you sent me on JOSEPH 
FROST of Wayne County, Ms. It proved to be very valuable. I 
“Wrote to the Mississippi State Archives and obtained a copy 
of "The Mississippian" which contained a list of the 
Mississippi representatives in chart giving the name, county 
represented and nearest post office (Miltonsville) ,age. 
Political affiliation (Anti-bond Democrat) and place of 
birth. The date was Februarv 25, 1842. The name was listed 
Joseph and the age is correct for my great,great, great 
grandfather. It has been generally assumed that he was born 
in Virginia. Now I have the documented evidence. Is this 
absolute proof that the name is Joseph not John? TI am 
puzzled over just who John@ Aaron Frost is. Joseph and Mary 
Martin Frost used Martin as the middle names for both of 
their two sons: John and Joseph. Later generations also used 
Martin. Apparently in several early generations Frosts and 
Martins intermarried. Joseph married MARY MARTIN; JOSEPH's 
son Edward Eli married Martha Jane Martin. Do you know 
anyone working on the Martin Family in Wayne County? Do you 
have access to Ancestor Charts on Eleanor Frost Fulton whose 
daughter Elizabeth married Nicholas Randal Jones in 1853? 
Also would you mind sending me a copy of the publications you 
have available for purchase. I have somehow misplaced the 
copy you sent me earlier. I wonder what might have happened 
to cause my ancestors to leave Wayne County between the late 
1840's and 1860. Joseph's son Edward Eli moved to Floyd 
County, Georgia and is reported there on the 1850 census. 
Others moved to Texas. Edward Eli Frost graduated from the 
first medical class which the Atlanta College of Physicians 
ane{ Surgeons (now Emory University) had. A nephew of Dr. Eli 
Frost is listed as a physician on the 1860 census for Wayne 
County, Dr. John Frost. I wonder where his medical training 
was? 

I do appreciate your busy schedule since I am a full 
time teacher and have already published one book on THE 
WATFORD FAMILY (1014 pages). If there is any research I can 
do for you in this area please let me know. I find your 
books at the DAR Library and I sure that they are also in the 
Library of Congress. There are ever so many people 
researching the FROST FAMILY. We have difficulty making the 
linkage earlier than about 1750. In general, my group moved 
into Tennessee having travelled the Shenadoah Valley or 
probably the Great Wagon Route through Virginia. 
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
